THE ‘VENTILATION OF STEAMERS. 


Meetings of naval srchiteote for the pur- 
pona of reading «nd discussing papers on 
subjects conncoted with their profesaian seem 
hardly complete at the present time without 
at feast one paper in regard to petroleum 
tenk steamers, Thus at the recent. meetings 
of. the Inetitation of Naval Architect at 
Southampton a diasuasion was initiated by 
Mesera Terry and Flannery on the subjoot of 
‘The ventilation of steamships, with sp-cial 
reference to the removal of explosive und 
foul gases from bulk oil steamers.’ The 
writers of the paper acknowledge that the 
means adopted for the removal of dangerous 
gates from collieries aupply the priuciples 
upoo which they have approached the pro- 
blem—in may renpects very simibar—of the 
ventilation of bulk oil steamers, It is 
evident thatin protlema of this kiod it is 
the heavier gases that give the greatest 
difficulty, aso gas lighter than sir can 
eatily be removed by pumping into the space 
containing it a sufficient quantity of fresh 
ait to cause the lighter gas ta flow through

THE TYPHOON OF 1874. 

The following is an extract from diary 
kept at a Mess at Morrison Hill during the 
1874 typhoon :— 

Tuesday, Sopt. 22.—Grand dramatio en- 
tainmont thie evening in the shape of @ 
typhoon, which “kept the whole Terrace 
awake and lively during the night. 

Wodnesdas, Sept. 93,—A scene of deso- 
lation and damage inside and outside the 
house, Part of the reof tora off and rain 
coming in in torrents. L—'s bathroom torn 
to pieces (bath-tub found near the sroquet 
ground). O-'a bathroom blown in. Scar- 
gely any sleep all night, The typhoon com- 
nonved aboul 11 o'clock), was uf ita worst 
from 3to § aw. The noise of the wind, 
was perfectly deafening, and the rain tina 
down in torrents. The doors and windows, 
however, held out, and the wind was kept 
out of the house. 

R——’s house got the worst of, it. On 
going to town found the roads covered with 
fallen trees and debris of houses. The Bath. 
house has disappeared and the Boat-house 
ie o porfeot wreck, al] the boate in it emashed 
tu pieves. Peaya in ruins, The feonore and 
Albay steamers sunk beside Lapraik’s pier, 
whioh is aleo a wreek., A nunober of sailing 
vessels unk and damaged.

reod by Mr B. Redwood before the Inatitu. 
tion of Civil Kngineere. These gases being 
generally much heavier than air, itis evi- 
dent that pumping air into a compartment 
will oaly svely yemave frora it the henvieat 
gas, which, as stated above, is about 34 
times as heavy ag common air, and will 
consequently remain at the bottom of 
tha compartment, while the air pamped 
in, mixed with the lighter “gases, will 
evertiow the deck openings, Tho an- 
thora of this paper are quite correct in 
stat g ahaett s fan be ased fur ventilat. 
jox.cuetf A compartment it will be far more 
Lefective if it be used as an exhanst, instead 
of aya supply ; a full volume of dangerous 
gas being thus drawn up and discharged 
with every revolution of the fan, instead of 
an equal velame consisting of a mixture of 
the freah air supplied and the gas which it 
ia desired to remove. Tho writers adrooated 


the use for this purpose of a fau designed by 
Mr Chandler, This fan is 6 feet in din 
meter and 19 ioches wide on the face, ond, 
working with a velocity of 500 revolutions 
per minute, delivers oo less than 8.000 oubio 
feot of gas per minute, The effeot uf the 
use of euch a fan is readily appresinted by 
the statement that by it the whole of the 
atmosphere of a large tank oapuble of car- 
rying 400 tons of petroleum oan be changed 
in two minutes, freah air of couree pouting 
in through the openings to supply the place 
of the dangeroue gases removed, while the 
whole apace below deck in a vessel carrying 
5,080 tone of oil can be ebanged in about 
45 tinutes by the use of thie fan, La 
the plao proposed by the writers the 
syatem of pipes weed for the discharge 
of the oil cargo are adopted for tha 
parporés of venlilation, After the oil 
has been removed from the tanks by the 
ordinary pomps, the Chandler fas —whioh 
they state gavea water fauge of 16 inohes 
with a moderate epeed of engine, 12 inchus 
being guarauiced ut 500 revolutions per 
minate—ia connested to the pipe aystem, 
ang the gasee rapidly and effectually re- 
moved. Asa proof of the efficiency of the 
scheme advocated, the writers mention that 
the eyalem haa been adopted im the cases of 
yeesela carrying petrolenm in bulk on the 
outward voyage and returning with cosgoca 
in the oi] tanks such as rise, coffee, tea, and 
atber goods likely to be greatly damaged in 
value if tainted with petroleaw. Coutinaeas 
ventilation on the principle explained has 
been muintaived during the voyage with 
these delicate cargoes on heard, and they 
have beon delivered in ‘exceptionally good 
gondition.’ This is undoabtedly an ex- 
vellent test of the plan proposed, and the 
authors ara to be congratulated on the snc— 
ceea they hava attained by this method of 
ventilation of veascle- carrying petroleum in 
bulk.
